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Pope meets 
with area 
bishops

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II, in a meeting with bishops from three 
Western states, including Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, has praised U.S. bishops for their 
work with migrants and for promoting 
dialogue with agnostics and atheists. 

During a July 8 meeting with bishops 
from Nevada, Hawaii and California, 
making their ad limina visits to the Holy 
See, the pope also noted plans to beatify 
Franciscan Father Junipero Serra in 
September. 

Father Serra evangelized much of the 
U.S. West Coast, establishing his first 
Alta California mission in San Diego in 
1769. 

The pope also told the bishops the new 
universal catechism being prepared by a 
papal commission will be centered on 
Christ. 

Ad limina visits are required every five 
years for bishops to report on the status of 
their dioceses. 

Ad. limina visits are a ‘‘visible 
foundation’’ of the unity of the bishops 
with the successor of Peter and a way in 
which the bishop of Rome can obtain 
‘reliable and authoritative information 
on the actual situations of the various

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Protests 
erupt over 
Jesus film

SAN DIEGO — A concerted effort 
among Christian groups and individuals 
is being made to keep Universal Pictures 
from releasing the major motion picture, 
“‘The Last Temptation of Christ,’’ due 
for release this fall. 

Universal Pictures and Cineplex 
Odeon Films plan to release the film and 
let the American public form its own opi- 
nion, according to a statement issued by 
the movie producers to Southern Cross July 
423 

The statement also said that the film’s 
director (Martin Scorsese) ‘‘deeply 
believes that this film is a religious affir- 
mation of faith.’’ 

A copy of the script depicts Jesus as a 
mentally unstable person who fights being 
the son of God, a sinner who doesn’t 
know who will pay for his sins, a person 
who angrily lashes out at the sick and 
poor, a traitor to the Jews, one who lusts 
after Mary Magdalene and a bigamist, 
said Rev. Donald E. Wildmon, executive 
director of American Family Association 
in Tupelo, Miss. 

Rey. Wildmon received a copy of the 
script released without studio authoriza- 
tion and distributed it to more than 200

Pope has canonized Mother Duchesne, priest 


Several Sacred Heart Sisters from San Diego attend July 3 ceremony in Rome

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II canonized 
Sister Rose Philippine Duchesne, a 19th-century French 
missionary who evangelized American Indians, praising 
her ‘‘radical commitment’’ to the poor. 

A Sister of the Religious of the Sacred Heart, Mother 
Duchesne ‘‘took upon herself the Gospel injunction to 
‘go and teach all nations,’ reminding us that the call to 
holiness is universal and does not know the boundaries of 
nation, political system, culture or race, ’ the pope said. 

During the July 3 ceremony in St. Peter’s Basilica, the 
pope also canonized Trinitarian Father Simon de Rojas, 


_ a 16th-century Spanish pnest. 


Nine Sisters from San Diego were among 650 
Religious of the Sacred Heart who attended the 
canonization. The local nuns included Sister Sally 
Furay, vice president and provost of the University of 
San Diego, and Sister Maxine Kraemer, founder and 
director of St. Madeleine Sophie’s Training Genter for 
the ee Disabled. 


Sara Finn, lay director of the North American College _ 


fund-raising program of the San Diego diocese, also 
attended the ceremony, Finn was educated by the Sacred 
Heart order in Cincinnati and St. Louis. She also worked 
with the order at the San Diego College for Women. 

Concelebrating at the canonization was St. Louis 
Archbishop John L. May, president ofthe U.S. bishops’ 
conference. One of the four religious communities 
founded by the saint was in St. Louis in 1827. 

The pope praised the church’s two newest saints for 
their work with the poor and those on the outskirts of 
society. 

“*The radical commitment of Mother Duchesne 
toward the poor and the outcast represents aliving source 
of inspiration for her congregation, as for all Religious 
today,”’ the pope said. 

The pope called attention to Father de Rojas’ 

“striking and faithful love for the Virgin Mary which he 
had from childhood,’’ describing him as a ‘‘model of the 
Marian life.’”’ 


The pope said the priest looked after the needs of the 
poor, who came to look on him as their ‘‘protector, 


defender and father.”’ 

Father de Rojas was born in Spain in 1552. A 
theologian, he became a provincial of his order and an 
adviser to King Philip III. He was known for his 
promotion ofthe feast ofthe Holy Name of Mary. He was 
beatified in 1976. 

Mother Duchesne was born in France, where she 
joined the Sacred Heart order, but she spent 34 years in 
the United States. Arriving in New Orleans in 1818 with 
the goal of working with the Indians, she opened the first 
of several schools for girls in St. Charles, Mo., near St. 
Louis. It was the first free school west of the Mississippi. 

When she was 72 she attained her goal of doing 
missionary work with the Indians, living and working 
among the Potawatomi in Kansas. She died in 1852 at 

83. 
hae those attending the weekend ceremonies were 
members of the Duchesne family and representatives of 
the Potawatomi tribe. 

While in Rome, Finn detailed the progress of the San 
Diego campaign to raise funds for the North American 
College. She told school officials that some $150,000 has 


been raised for the financially-strapped institution.

UNIVERSITY HEIGHTS — 
Msgr. Andrew Hanley retired July 1, 
after serving as pastor of St. John the 
Evangelist Church, University 
Heights, since 1970. 

“My years at St. John’s are among 
the happiest of my priestly life,’’ the 
retiring priest told Southern Cross. 

This summer he will visit his brother 
Vincent in Boston, and the two will 
travel to Ireland to visit with another 
brother and sister there. 

Tentatively, Msgr. Hanley plans to 
spend his retirement years in Needles, 
Calif., where he served as pastor of St. 
Ann Church from 1948 to 1964. The 
town is now in the Diocese of San 
Bernardino. 

Msgr. Hanley vividly recalls one of 
the highlights of his 48-year ministry as 
a priest — building St. Ann parish 
hall in Needles. Using materials from 
an old public school, he and 
parishioners who were tradesmen 
worked nearly three years to erect the 
4,000-square-foot hall, ‘‘one of the 
largest buildings in Needles,’’ he said. 
It was completed in 1954. 

When Msgr. Hanley returned in 
1977 for the parish’s St. Patrick’s Day 
bazaar, the parish hall was named for 
him, and the mayor of Needles 
presented him with the keys to the 
town. 

“It’s a wonderful experience to

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Schism is not a 
church tradition 


We believe in one, holy, catholic and apostolic church. 
— The Creed 


Schism is one of the ugliest words in the Catholic 
vocabulary, but it’s been in the headlines a great deal 
recently because of Archbishop Lefebvre’s decision to 
consecrate four new bishops without papal authority, thus 
bringing excommunication on himself and the others who 
participated. 

Archbishop Lefebvre is still an archbishop, still able to 
ordain priests and even other bishops, but he is no longer a 
Catholic. He and his followers are now Lefebvrists — 
followers of a man rather than participants in a tradition and 
members of an ancient worldwide community. 

The archbishop did not have to leave the church. He 
chose to. Pope John Paul II has gone to extraordinary 
lengths to accommodate the legitimate concerns of Lefebvre 
and his followers, offering them an arrangement whereby 
they could continue to celebrate the pre- Vatican II liturgy to 
which they are so deeply attached while still remaining 
within the church. 

But in the end the Lefebvrists demanded the one thing the 
pope could not give them and still remain Catholic, namely 
the freedom to govern their own affairs without any 
reference to the rest of the church. They wanted complete 
autonomy, and now they have it. 

Pope John Paul has revealed several timesin recent weeks 
how painful it has been for him to see a schism, even a 
relatively minor one, take place during his papacy. 
Committed as he is to ending the unnatural divisions which 
exist because of past schisms, seeing a new one taking place 
must be agonizing indeed. 

The greatest single duty of the bishop of Rome isto ensure 
the global unity of the church, and to see that broken can 
only hurt very deeply. For anyone who believes the church is 


actually the Body of Christ, schism is the exact equivalent of 
an amputation. 

Every schism is a triumph of ego over reason, but what is 
saddest about this schism is that it has taken place in the 
name of tradition. The tradition in question is a form of the 
Mass established only 400 years ago, and in order to 
preserve that tradition the Lefebvrists have abandoned the 
oldest, most basic tradition of the church — that Catholics 
stay together, whatever the cost. 

Lefebvre and his followers say the Catholic Church has 
become too ‘‘Protestant’’ — and yet in leaving it they have 
joined Martin Luther and the other founders of 
Protestantism in placing their private opinions above the 
combined wisdom of the rest of the world’s bishops, and the 
2,000 year tradition of the church. For a Catholic to assert 
the right of private judgment in the name of resisting 
Protestantism boggles the mind. 

At the same time, it’s easy to understand the pain 
Archbishop Lefebvre and his followers have experienced in 
recent years. It’s the same pain many liberals experienced 
before Vatican II. But the liberals didn’t form their own 
little ‘‘church’’ and go into schism. They stayed and fought 
for what they thought was right, engaging in a long and 
painful process of dialogue which eventually made the 
church a much stronger and more vibrant institution. 

Just as the church needed the liberals then, it needs the 
conservatives now, to remind us that real progress in the 
church never violates past tradition. Thank God the vast 
majority of the church’s traditionalists stayed with us 
through the turbulent years after Vatican II, playing their 
indispensable role of keeping us on track. 

And before any of us stand in judgment of Archbishop 
Lefebvre, let’s ask if we can honestly say we’ve never said, 
“I’m right and everybody else is wrong.’’ We’ve all made 
statements like that at some point — and we’ve all lived to 
regret them. The only thing that’s kept us goingisthat we’ve 
stayed with the Church. 

For their sake, and ours, let’s pray that Archbishop 
Lefebvre and his followers come back. We need them and 
they need us.

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More Catholic than the pope? 


The defiant departure of Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre 
from the Catholic Church fills me with sadness. It is 
always difficult to watch anyone who gives up the faith 
with its richness of theology and its fullness of sacrifice 
and sacrament. 

But the archbishop and his followers are a classic 
example of trying to be more Catholic than the pope. 
According to an ancient Christian axiom, Ubi Petrus, Ibi 
Ecclesia, ‘‘Where Peter is, there is the church!?’ 

It has happened in the past that so-called purists have 
appealed from a living pope to a future one who would, 
supposedly, be more enlightened. It has happened that 
reformers have appealed from a pope to an ecumenical 
council. Catholic teaching has always rejected these 
points. 

No doubt Martin Luther and Henry VIII thought they 
were saving the church from itself. Yet, the history of 
Protestantism has been one of the increasing 
fragmentation of the Body of Christ in which each man 
becomes his own pope. 

This is not to propose blind obedience to the pope or to 
any church leader, on any level. Because the pope, as the 
Vicar of Christ on earth and as the successor of St. Peter, 
enjoys a unique office founded by Christ, he deserves 
loyalty and respect and a reasoned obedience. 

Loyal, constructive dissent, clearly labeled as such, has 
its place in the progress, growth and development of 
theology. We are not hide-bound antiquarians or 
fundamental traditionalists. 

We believe in Tradition with a capital T, which means 
the living voice of the magisterium, the living, teaching 
function of the church. This is finally voiced through the 
papal office, with its divine guarantee: ‘‘You are Peter 
and on the Rock I will build my church. And I Give you 


the keys of the Kingdom of Heaven. Whatsoever you 
bind...’’ (Matthew 16:18). 

Lefebvre and his modern schismatics seem to be 
ignorant of the impact this has had on the nature of the 
church. 

The testimony of history and the writings of the saints 
and theologians bear eloquent witness to the nature of the 
papacy as the deciding, visible mark of unity. In the index 
to The Book of Catholic Wisdom I count over 60 entries 
under ‘‘church,”’ and they show that there is a unanimity 
to this Catholic teaching. 

Another irony to the Lefebvre case is the naming of his 
‘society for Pope St. Pius X. If there was ever a witness to 
Catholic unity at all costs, it was this remarkable saint. 

There is a similarity in historic insensitivity right here 
in San Diego. We have a San Carlos Methodist Church. 
Now, if there was ever a saint who fought Protestantism 
tooth and nail, it was St. Charles. To have a Protestant 
church named after him is a contradiction in terms. 

I mentioned this to them at an ecumenical gathering, 
and I was told, ‘‘Oh, we named it after the area, not the 
saint.’’ So much for St. Charles Borromeo and the whole 
Counter-Reformation. 

It is this same historical blindness which seems to hover 
over Lefebvre’s outlook and motivation. The whole 
situation is just so sad and so unnecessary.

Infants born with anencephaly are either stillborn or 
generally die within a few days or weeks. 

The word anencephaly comes from the Greek an, which 
means “‘no,’’ and enkephalos, which means ‘‘brain.’? 

Medical dictionaries usually define anencephaly as a 
congenital absence of the cranial vault, with cerebral 
hemispheres completely missing or reduced to sm 

It is estimated that approximately 2,000 to 3,000 
anencephalic infants are born in the U.S. each year. 


Anencephalic babies are receiving a good amount of 
attention recently because of the possibility of organ 
transplants from such infants. This question raises certain 
critical and very important moral issues. 

First: Under present definitions and laws in the U.S., 
organs cannot be taken from an individual who does not 
meet the currently accepted ‘‘whole brain’’ definition of 
death, which requires: ‘‘the irreversible cessation of all 
functions of the entire brain, including the brain stem.’’ 

In actual practice transplant procedures on 
anencephalic babies have been performed without 
compelling evidence of whole brain death. 

This fact becomes more complicated when realizing 
that it is difficult ‘to determine the precise moment of the 
brain death of an anencephalic child; and at present there 
is no approved method for determining brain death in 
anencephalic children. 

Second: To speak of anencephalic children as being 
brain absent is undeniably false. These infants have a 
functioning brain stem. As indicated in the first point 
above, however, since they have no higher brain 
functions, a precise determination of brain death in such 
children is extremely difficult to enunciate. 

It is unethical, therefore, to merely assume or create the 
“‘illusion’’ that all anencephalic children are brain dead 
by the very fact of being born with this condition. 

Third: In order to hastily attain necessary organs from 
such children, some procedures have been used which 
simply ‘‘cools down’’ the anencephalic baby to make it 


‘appear’ as if it were ‘‘dead’’ in order to proceed toward 
the transplant of needed organs (or a needed organ). 

Fourth: It is essential now that the medical and ethical 
communities develop criteria which determine whole 
brain death in anencephalic infants with great precision so 
that organs can be removed, if all other necessary 
conditions for transplant procedure are met. 

This raises a critical point now apparent in this 
country, where a number of aborted anencephalic babies 
are given over for transplant procedures. 

Anencephalic children deserve inherent respect and 
cannot be viewed simply for their ‘‘use’’ for some needy 
infant or for some worthy cause (e.g., transplantation of 
tissue for persons with Parkinson’s disease). 

Fifth: Brain damage cannot be the basis for labeling an 
infant ‘‘dead’’. Such a designation is not only wrong in 
itself but would certainly open the window for such 
description of other groups of patients with functioning 
brain stems who do not have the ability to think or to 
interact: e.g., babies with severe brain injuries, children 
and adults who are in a permanent coma. 

In other words, the anencephalic infant cannot be 
considered ‘‘dead’’ simply because it lacks the relational 
potential of an individual human person. Such a standard 
would lead necessarily to a dangerous ethical slope that 


could indicate that any individual without ‘‘relational 


potential’’ is virtually ‘‘dead,’’ and can be dealt with 
accordingly. . 

There is a great potential for abuse in regard to 
anencephalic donors and these five points hopefully 
articulate general cautions that must be considered in this 
regard.

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘Here I am, Lord.’’ 

These words appeared above a collage of snapshots set 
up on an easel beside the coffin of Steve Kujawa. The 
pictures, like the words from the Book of Kings, were 
symbolic of the way Steve faced his life and his death. 

Steve Kujawa presented himself to God May 25, 1988, 
during heart surgery at Stanford Medical Center. He had 
told his parents just before surgery began that he wanted 
to go on living and that he felt he had not yet fulfilled his 
purpose in life. Steve was only 16, but he managed to fill 
his life with great purpose and meaning during his short 
stay. 

His mother, Sue Kujawa, remembers that Steven was 
not expected to live when he was born in Toledo, Ohio, 
June 21, 1971. He was born without a pulmonary artery 
and faced the first of several life threatening surgeries 16 
days after birth. In the next eight months, his mother 
counted three days of wellness, but by the spring of 1972 
Steve began to grow and thrive. 

He learned to walk and to run, and after another 
surgery at the age of four, he was able to walk to school 
and participate in Little League which his father Ed 
coached. At home, he played with his younger brother 
C.J. and his older sister Kerry. 

At age nine, he faced another medical crisis. It was then 
that he was referred to Stanford Medical Center for 
corrective heart surgery. This particular surgery was 
critical to prolong his life, but he never fully recaptured 
the vigor that he had before. 

By this time, the Kujawas had moved to San Diego 
because Ed had accepted a position as a professor of 
education at the University of San Diego. They became 
active members of Good Shepherd parish in Mira Mesa. 
The parish community rallied around the family with 
prayer and other support. 

Steve was a familiar face at family liturgies, always 
cheerful and interested in others, despite the ups and 
downs of his medical condition. 

“‘Our faith really grew at the time of his first surgery at 
Stanford,’’ Mrs. Kujawa remembers. ‘‘We could really 
feel the prayers of the community and despite the fact that 
Steve faced more than 18 hours of surgery, and was given 
two hours to live at one point, our faith never wavered. I 
prayed constantly during that time that ‘whatever 
condition was most threatening to Steve immediately 
after surgery would correct itself and it did.’’ 

When Steve was well enough to come home six weeks 
later, he had to curtail his activity. There were more 
absences from school; but, when he was well enough to 
attend, teachers reported that Steve worked three times as 
hard as other students. 

Though he was frustrated by his inability to keep pace 
with other children his age, Steve developed interests that 
were suited to his limited energy. He loved food, and 
though his medication often made him nauseous, he loved 
to cook. He would try everything, his mother recalls with 
a smile. 

“One time, he made meat loaf with frosted flakes 
because he couldn’t find the cracker crumbs. Last year at 
the Del Mar Fair, he won a blue ribbon for a Mexican 
steak sandwich he invented. In the refrigerator, he tagged 
his leftovers so no one else would eat them,”’ she said. 

Because his heart condition limited his oxygen supply, 
Steve stopped growing. ‘‘This was a painful thing for 
him,”’ his father said, ‘‘especially as his friends went into 
adolescence.”’ 

But even though Steve did not grow physically, he 
became a giant to those in the parish and community 
whose lives he touched. 

‘*He really enjoyed being around adults and whenever 
we had a party or gathering, you could usually find Steve 
hanging around the adults, listening and talking with 
them as an equal,’’ Mr. Kujawa said. 

In the last few years, Steve and his mother decided to 
become active in the organ transplant association, urging 


others to donate their organs to prolong the lives of those

in need of new organs. 


Initially, the Kujawas had hoped that Steve would 


qualify for a heart and lung transplant, but they 
eventually realized that because of his previous surgeries 
Steven would not be a good candidate. 

Nonetheless, Steve joined his mother on talk shows and 
at meetings of the San Diego chapter of the Anatomical 
Transplant Association of California. 

“‘Steve didn’t want to ask for help for himself, but he 
was eager to speak because he knew it would help 
others,’’ his mother said. 

As a teen-ager, Steve became active in the youth group 
at Good Shepherd. He was a member of the core team at 
the time of his death. 

Last year, he became a recipient of the Make-A-Wish 
Foundation, an organization which seeks to grant the 
wishes of terminally ill children. 

“He could have had a trip somewhere, but Steve was so 
full of hope, he wanted something he could use over and 
over again, so he got fishing equipment and a tent 
trailer,’’ she said.

memories of those precious times spent camping and 
fishing with Steven in the past year. 

At his rosary and funeral, parishioners talked about 
how Steve had touched their lives. 

“*Steven endured his illness with a perpetual smile and 
happy eyes,’’ recalled Msgr. Eamonn Lyng, pastor of 
Good Shepherd Church. ‘‘He got his strength from the 
faith of his parents and drew the parish together.”’ 

Father Dennis Clark, who had worked with Ed Kujawa 
when the priest was superintendent of Catholic schools in 
the diocese, remembered Steve’s persistent cheerfulness 
and good humor. 

“He and his parents took the best from each day and 
lived each day as graciously and thoroughly as they could. 
They should have no regrets,’’ said Father Clark. 

Deacon Ron Diem, the youth minister at Good 
Shepherd for the past four years, remembered Steve’s 
sense of humor. 

“‘We would drive by Kaiser Hospital and he would say 
‘there’s my condo’ because he spent so much time there,’’ 
said Diem. 

Steve helped Diem get a better perspective on life — to 
keep the little everyday annoyances in perspective. ‘‘He 
had a very authentic relationship with God. He wasn’t 
overly pious, but his love of God showed in his joy and 
exuberance for life,’’ the deacon said. 

Another family friend, Jeanie Schneeloch, remembers 
Steve fondly as ‘‘such a gentle person but so full of a zest 
for life, he had a very gentle way with children and his life 
and death reminds me of how precious each moment is.”’ 

At his funeral, his parents spoke after communion. In 
loving reminiscence, they talked about Steve’s hobbies 
— his love of fishing, cooking, the Denver Broncos, his 
favorite comic books. They described their son as ‘‘a 
friend who gave double the hugs.”’ 

“He taught us the value of life and now he has taught 
us how to prepare for death. Steve was a daily inspiration 
to us, On days that we thought were going to be tough, we 
could look at him and say they would not be as tough as 
his day. We drew strength from this and grabbed the joy 
from day to day with the expectation that there would be a 
tomorrow. Our message to children and parents is to 
never take any day for granted and to appreciate each 
other.”’

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Lefebvre priests defy Vatican calls for unity

WASHINGTON — Leaders of 
schismatic Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre’s 
Priestly Society of St. Pius X reacted with 
defiance to calls by Vatican officials and 
local bishops to return to the church or 
face excommunication. 

““We could not ask for anything better 
than to be declared ‘ex communions’ by 
the spirit of adultery which has blown 
through the church for the last 25 years — 
excluded from the unholy communion 
with unbelievers,’’ said a July 6 letter to 
the Vatican from 24 Lefebvrite priests 
meeting in Econe, Switzerland. 

While the signers of the letter were not 
identified, Father Charles Ward, 
treasurer of the society in the United 
States, told National Catholic News 
Service in Washington that his colleagues 
“‘said everything that is necessary in that 
small statement.’’ 

Vatican officials told NC News in 
Rome that Pope John Paul II has received 
many letters for and against his 
excommunication of Archbishop 
Lefebvre, but the Vatican is not in a 
position to release information about 
them nor to acknowledge receipt of 
specific letters. 

Pope John Paul warned Lefebvre 
followers in a July 2 letter that they have a 
“‘grave duty to remain united with the 
vicar of Christ.”’ 

“Tf any unity is broken,’’ Father Ward 
said, it is because the rest of the church 
“‘did not hold fast to tradition.’’ 

The pope on July 9 named a nine- 
member commission to help followers of 
Archbishop Lefebvre remain in the 
Catholic Church. 

President of the commission is 77-year- 
old Cardinal Paul Augustin Mayer, until 
recently head of the Congregation for 
Divine Worship and Sacraments. Most of 
the members are officials from a cross- 
section of Vatican congregations. 

Pope John Paul announced formation 
of the commission in the July 2 papal 
letter and said it would be empowered to 
help Vatican officials and local bishops 
reintegrate followers of Archbishop 
Lefebvre who wished to remain in the 
Catholic Church rather than continue in 
his schismatic movement. 

Father Ward said he and others will 
continue to follow Archbishop Lefebvre 
because the archbishop refuses ‘‘to accept 
those things which are not in conformity 
with the constant teaching of the 
church.’’ 

Archbishop Lefebvre and his followers 
do not accept many of the Second Vatican 
Council teachings, especially liturgical 


reforms, ecumenical advances and 
teachings on religious liberty. 
Archbishop Lefebvre, who was 


suspended from priestly ministry in 1976

for ordaining priests against Vatican 
orders, was excommunicated for 
ordaining four bishops June 30 against 
Vatican wishes and despite personal 
appeals by Pope John Paul. 

The four new bishops and a retired 
Brazilian bishop who assisted at the 
ceremony were also excommunicated. 

Bishop Richard Williamson, one of the 
four new bishops and the only U.S. 
resident among them, told reporters July 
10 in Farmingville, N.Y., that followers 
of the archbishop are praying for ‘‘the 
restoration of the papacy.”’ 

Pope John Paul, he said, has violated 
church teachings by visiting a synagogue 
in Rome, praying for peace with various 
religious leaders in Assisi, and meeting on 
several occasions with leaders of other 
Christian religions. 

“‘T’m sure he does not intend to destroy 
the Catholic Church, but his confusion is 
such that this is what he does,’’ Bishop 
Williamson said after celebrating Mass at 
St. Michael the Archangel Church in 
Farmingville. 

Lay followers of the archbishop incur 
excommunication if they participate in 
liturgies celebrated by schismatic priests, 
ask for or receive sacraments from those 
priests, except in extreme cases, or donate 
money to Archbishop Lefebvre’s cause, 
according to a professor of canon law at 
two pontifical universities in Rome. _ 

In a letter read at July 10 Masses in the 
Archdiocese of Paris, Cardinal Jean- 
Marie Lustiger also warned Catholics 


that they would incur excommunication if 
they engage in an ‘“‘explicit act of 
adhesion’’ to Archbishop Lefebvre’s 
movement. | 

The archbishop, he said, ‘‘has formed 
a schismatic group, separated from Rome 
and from the Catholic Church.”’ 

While followers of Archbishop 
Lefebvre illicitly celebrated the pre- 
Vatican II Tridentine liturgy at St. 


Nicolas de Chardonet Church in Paris 
July 3, Cardinal Lustiger presided at a 
legitimate celebration of the Tridentine 
Mass at the Cathedral of Notre Dame 
before a congregation of 12,000. 

Many of Archbishop Lefebvre’s 
followers live in Paris, where they took 
over the unused St. Nicolas Church 10 
years ago. 

The Mass at Notre Dame was an 
example of the church’s desire to meet the 
needs of traditionalist Catholics, Cardinal 
Lustiger said. 

A Vatican plan to reconcile Lefebvrites 
and other traditionalists, which includes 
wider celebration of the Tridentine Mass, 
is not a concession to dissidents, Cardinal 
Lustiger said at a July 2 press conference. 
Rather, it is ‘‘proof,that the church 
welcomes all those who wish to remain 
Catholic.”’ 

English Cardinal George Basil Hume 
of Westminster also asked Lefebvrites ‘‘to 
reaffirm their loyalty to the successor of 
St. Peter and to remain within the unity 
of the Catholic Church.”’ 

By ordaining bishops, Archbishop 
Lefebvre ‘‘is in effect making a public 
declaration that only he and the 
Fraternity of St. Pius are the true 
guardians of Catholic truth and witness to 
Catholic tradition,’’ Cardinal Hume 
said. 

Father Ward said he and the majority 
of Lefebvrite priests don’t believe the 
pope’s efforts at reconciliation go far 
enough to preserve the faith they are 
fighting to maintain.

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N ecessity draws Sister to El Salvador

CARLSBAD — Three years ago, after 
spending seven years as principal of St. 
Patrick School in Carlsbad, Sister Anne 
Kelly, OSC, decided to become a 
missionary in El Salvador. 

“‘T saw the need. ... It seemed there 
was more need there than here,”’ said the 
Sister of St. Clare, who returned to the 
Central American nation this week 
following a month-long vacation in San 
Diego. 

A native of Ireland, Sister Kelly has 
spent the last three years working in San 
Francisco Gotera in Morazan, an eastern 
province some 100 miles from San 
Salvador, the Salvadoran capital. 

The nun said she decided to become a 
missionary after spending three summers 
in the Salvadoran province. She plans to 
stay ‘‘permanently,’’ she added. 

Although Morazan is a ‘‘conflictive 
zone’’ where guerrillas and the 
Salvadoran military often battle, Sister 
Kelly said she does not live in fear. ‘‘I 
don’t have time to be scared,’’ she said. 

Sister Kelly ministers in a parish of 
80,000, incorporating 10 Morazan towns. 
Three priests, two Brothers, two other 
Sisters of St. Clare and four postulants 
compose the parish’s ministry team, she 
said. 

Team members perform a variety of 
work — teaching religious education, 
conducting liturgical services, directing 
youth groups and training catechists, she 
said. 

The work is ‘‘not boring,’’ she said, 
adding that there is no ‘‘blueprint’’ for a 
typical day’s work. 

Some 3,000 military personnel reside 
in Gotera, she said, noting that residents 
are required to carry identification papers 
with them at all times. 

Although the military has not directly 
threatened the Religious working in the 
town, the church workers are often 
referred to as ‘‘communists’’ because 
they work with the people, Sister Kelly 
said. 

The military has detained church 
workers on several occasions, generally 
for journeying into areas ‘‘in conflict,’’ 
she said, adding that the whole province is 
classified as being in conflict. 

Part of the parish is controlled by the 
guerrillas, she explained. ‘‘We don’t go 
into those areas,’’ she said, citing the 
mountainous region north of the Torola 
River. 

The Sisters and postulants usually 
spend three days a week at their Gotera 
house, a place where townspeople 
frequently stop by in search of advice, 
money or a place to sleep, Sister Kelly 
said. The women visit neighboring 
villages during the remainder of the week.

Sister Kelly noted that the Sisters’ 
house has eight bedrooms and two large 
meeting rooms. The nuns also have 
electricity at times and running water 
most of the time, she added. 


Many Morazan residents live in one- 
room houses that are often home to two 
families. Dwellings are constructed of 
brick, mud or cardboard. Corrigated 
aluminum is often used for roofs, she 
said. 


Most of El Salvador’s population of 5 
million is young, she said, noting that at 
least 60 percent of Morazan residents are 
under 15 years of age. Many households 
are headed by women. 

Sister Kelly said she trains catechists to 
direct liturgical services and teach

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sacramental preparation classes. She is 
also responsible for the formation of the 
community’s four postulants. 


However, she spends much of her time 
listening to the people detail their 
experiences at the hands of the guerrillas 
and the military, she said. The Sisters 
have been keeping records of their 
accounts, she added. 

No industry exists in Morazan and 
most residents are poor, she said. Some 
earn six colones (about $1) a day carrying 
rocks for projects sponsored by the 
Agency for International Development or 
making pottery. Most support themselves 
by raising corn, a staple of the Salvadoran 
diet. 

When a drought last year ruined the 
corn crop, Catholic Relief Services 
assisted area residents by providing funds 
for food and fertilizer, she explained. 

Gotera’s population is over 18,000, 
13,000 of whom are former residents of 
neighboring villages who have been 
displaced by the nation’s civil war, she 
said. 

She noted that the church needs to be 
independent of both sides in this internal 
conflict. 

The military stops everyone coming 
into Gotera, she explained. This keeps the 
guerrillas from entering the town. 

On occasion, guerrillas stage parros, 
attacking and destroying any vehicle on 
the road. ‘“‘You don’t go out in cars’’ 
when these are called, she said, 
explaining that guerrillas do this to 
‘‘cripple’’ the Salvadoran economy and 
to show their power. 

“*People are afraid for their lives,’’ she 
said. Many Salvadorans have fled the 
country, some going to the United States. 

She wishes people in the United States 
would help these Salvadorans obtain legal 
resident status as political refugees, she 
added. ‘‘They’re running from 
persecution from both sides,’’ the 
guerrillas and the military. 

“‘T wish the United States would take 
away the (Salvadoran) military aid 
(because) it is prolonging the war,’’ she 
said.

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Pope lauds U.S. bishops for work with migrants

churches,”’ as well as direct contact with 
the world’s bishop, according to a 
43-page document released by the 
Vatican July 1. 

The document contained guidelines for 
the mandatory ad limina visits. 

The guidelines were published out of a 
need ‘‘to regulate the fulfillment of the ad 
limina visit,’’ as well as ‘‘the preparations 
which precede it’? by both the bishops 
themselves and the various Vatican 
departments. 

Preparation should involve not only 
“*reflection and prayer’’ on the part of the 
bishop, but also the filing of a detailed 
report every five years describing his 
diocese, its problems, and its relations 
with ‘‘non-Catholic and non-Christian 
religious communities, with civil society 
and with public authorities,’’ the 
guidelines state. 


In conjunction with his ad imina visit, 
Bishop Maher submitted to the Vatican 
an 81-page Quinquennial Report for 
1983-1987 for the Diocese of San Diego. 

It reports on statistics of the area and 
on all phases of diocesan ministry, 
including the texts of 32 pastoral 
statements Bishop Maher issued during 
that five-year period. 

Bishop Maher was expected to meet 
privately with the pope to discuss the 
report. 

During their recent meeting, the pope 
told the bishops from the three Western 
states, “‘You are daily experiencing, 
especially in the case of migrants and 
immigrants, the tragic and pressing 
problems of poverty.”’ 

“You have stood by all those who are 
struggling to live in a way consonant with 
their human dignity,’’ he added. 

“You constantly come across the

Saturday, July 16, and Sunday, July 17. 

The first night will be highlighted by a 
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talent show featuring members of various 
parish organizations with several expected 
surprise celebrity guests. 

A free audio, video and pictorial exhibit 
of the mission parish choir’s trip to Rome 
and its participation in a concert for Pope 
John Paul II will be open during the festival 
in the La Capilla museum. 

A popular feature of the annual festival, 
the Blessing of the Animals, will occur at 3 
p.m. July 17. Msgr. Eagen is expected to 
bless a wide variety of animals.

‘*This is so to the extent that they fail to 
reveal the authentic face of God and 
religion,’’ he said. 

The bishops were encouraged to 
develop ‘‘a Christocentric catechesis for 
all the people of God.”’ 

A Christ-centered religious instruction 
is ‘‘the guiding principle in preparation of 
a universal catechism for serving the 
common needs of the church,’’ the pope 


at the national and diocesan levels and 
also for catechisms of a general and 
special nature which the bishops may 
subsequently draft,’’ he said. 


The pope also recalled his 1987 visit to 
the tomb of Father Serra, a Spanish 
missionary, in Carmel, Calif. 

“In less than three months from now, 
some of us will gather again here as the 
church beatifies him, officially 
proclaiming him worthy of honor and 
imitation by all,’’ the pope said. 

Father Serra’s beatification is 
scheduled for Sept. 25 at the Vatican.

VATICAN CITY — Thelatest Vatican 
figures show a worldwide Catholic 
population of nearly 879.4 million, almost 
one-sixth of the world population. 

The figure is contained in the 1986 
Statistical Yearbook of the Church, the 
Vatican’s annual collection of global 
church figures, and is based on Dec. 31, 
1986, statistics. 

The 1986 yearbook was published by the 
Vatican in June. The figures come from 
local and national church officials. , 

The population figure includes an 
estimated 15 million Catholicsin countries, 
mostly under communist rule, where it is 
impossible for the Vatican to get accurate 
information. 

The 1986 figure shows an overall 
Catholic popularion growth of almost 13 
million from the previous year. 

The region with the highest percentage 
of Catholics in its population includes 
Mexico and Central America with 94.4 
percent, followed by South America with 
89 percent. The region with the lowest 
percentage of Catholics is Asia with 2.5 
percent. 

The countries with the largest number of 
Catholics are: Brazil, 122.67 million; 
Mexico, 76.49 milion; Italy, 56.11 million; 
the United States, 53.55 million; and 
France, 46.18 million. 


Bishops say Mexicans 
may protest elections 


MEXICO CITY — A spokesman for 
the Mexican bishops’ conference said that 
if fraud can be proven in the July 6 national 
elections, Mexicans have the right to 
protest. 

But Auxiliary Bishop Genaro Alamilla 
Arteaga of Mexico City, president of the 
bishops’ Commission on Social 
Communications, said a protest lodged by 
three opposition presidential candidates 
alleging irregularities in the election is not 
proof of widespread fraud. 

‘‘Ifitis proven andnotjust charged thata 
fundamental, serious fraud occurred, then 
the citizenry has every right to protest in 
order to assure that the situation is 
rectified,’’ Bishop Alamilla said. 

‘Just one day before the elections, the 
president of the republic (Miguel de la 
Madrid) affirmed in no uncertain terms 
that the elections would be free, clean and 
open,”’ he said. 


USSR pressured by 
Ukrainian Catholics 


~ ROME — Ukrainian Catholics and 
other Christians are pressuring Soviet 
leaders to develop a ‘“‘communism with 
religious freedom”’ said Ukrainian Bishop 
Andres Sapelak, head of the Ukrainian 
Church in Argentina. 

The Soviet Union is experienceing “‘a 
great explosion of the Christian faith, 
which has left those who have forcibly been 
imposing atheism for the last 70 years — 
seeking to destroy the Christian faith and 
the church of Christ itself — astonished, 
disconcerted and intimidated,’’ he said. 

Symbolic of this is the emergence above 
ground of the Ukranian Catholic Church, 
illegal in the Soviet Union since 1946, and 
Catholic pressures inside and outside the 
Soviet Union to legalize the church, he 
added. 

Bishop Sapelak spoke at a July 7 Rome 
news conference inaugurating ceremonies 
marking the 1,000th anniversary of 
Christianity in what is now the Soviet 
Union.

CRS calls decrease in 
yearly income fortunate 


NEW YORK — Few organizations 
would call a 28 percent drop in yearly 
income fortunate, but that was the 
assessment given by Lawrence A. Pezzullo, 
director of Catholic Relief Services, in a 
report on the 1987 activities of CRS. 

The Catholic overseas aid agency had a 
total income of $237 million in 1987, 28 
percent lower that its 1986 total of $328 
million. 

‘‘Fortunately, 1987 was one of those 
years when there were fewer disasters than 
usual,’’ Pezzullo said. 

‘*As a result, our staff overseas and at 
headquarters have had the time and 
resources to allocate to new projects and 
plans for longer-term programs. We also 
have been able to concentrate on the 
evaluation and consolidation of existing 
plans and programs,”’ he said. 


Indiana teen-ager may 
not get death penalty 


WASHINGTON — An attorney for a 
teen on Indiana’s death row believes a 
Supreme Court decision restricting use of 
the death penalty for juveniles and Pope 
John Paul II’s interest in the case will help 
his client. 

The teen-ager, Paula Cooper, was 
sentenced to death after pleading guilty to 
stabbing 78-year-old Bible teacher Ruth 
Pelke to death with a butcher knife in 1985. 
She was 15 years old when the crime was 
committed. 

The U.S.Supreme Court ruled June 29 
that states may not allow the death penalty 
for juveniles who are under 16 when they 
commit a capital crime, at least not unless 
the states adopt new laws specifically 
providing that people under 16 may be 
executed. 

The justices the next day said they will 
decide next year whether the death penalty 
for anyone who was under 18 when the 
crime was committed violates the 
constitutional ban on ‘‘cruel and unusual 
punishment.”’ 


Pope sends condolences 
to Iranian authorities 
VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II 
has sent Iranian authorities his condolences 
over the deaths of 290 people killed when an 


Iranian jet airliner was shot down by a U.S. 
warship patrolling the Persian Gulf.

Roger Rabbit is a contender

Good films come and go these days, but 
few films, even the very best, break new 
ground in ways that place them in 
contention for landmark status. Who 
Framed Roger Rabbit has arrived to tickle 
the funny bones of audiences and critics 
alike and to mesmerize them with technical 


_artistry never before realized on screen. 


Combining human with animated 
characters and featuring a pantheon of 
Hollywood’s great animated characters in 
cameo roles, ‘‘Who Framed Roger 
Rabbit’’ utilizes over 1,000 visual effects 
and 57 minutes (of its 103-minute running 
time) of interactive animation sequences. 
It’s billed as the most technologically 
advanced example of combined live-action 
and animation in film history, which means 
that when the actors share the screen with 
animated characters, they mesh so 
naturally that it’s impossible to imagine 
them ever being apart. 

Set in Hollywood circa 1947, the story 
relates the woes of Maroon Studios’ 
contract star, Roger Rabbit, an animated 
stunt clown who lives in Toontown, a 
garish Hollywood district to which all 
cartoon players or Toons are consigned. 
Roger is married to Jessica, a sexy 
humanoid Toon who sings at the Ink and 


Paint Club and has been rumored to be 
fooling around with Marvin Acme (Stubby 
Kaye), the owner of the biggest gag 
company in town. 

Framed for Acme’s murder, Roger seeks 
out the services of down-and-out gumshoe 
Eddie Valiant (Bob Hoskins), who once 
was a champion of the Toons until one 
dropped a piano on his brother’s head. 
Eddie begrudgingly takes the case, and he 
and Roger get entangled in many a mess 
before they uncover the shocking truth 
behind Acme’s death. 

Eddie and Roger are by far the oddest 
and most endearing buddy team to hit the 
screen in this or any other year. Hoskins 
(‘‘Mona _ Lisa’’)deserves Oscar 
consideration for his ability to make their 
relationship both outrageously zany and 
touching despite the fact that he filmed his 
role in a vacuurn to which Roger and the 
rest of the Toons were later added. And 
Roger’s particularly endearing nature and 
comical voice (Charles Fleischer) are also 
key to the success of this film. 

‘“‘Who Framed Roger Rabbit’’ 
combines the best aspects of the detective, 


film noir, comedy, fantasy and cartoon - 


genres in a seamless masterpiece that defies 
the imagination. Based loosely on a 
detective novel, ‘‘Who Censored Roger 
Rabbit?’’ published in 1981,the film took 
some three years to film under the direction 
of Robert Zemeckis, who earlier showcased 


his skill with fantasy in ‘‘Back to the 
Future.’’ Richard Williams (‘‘The Pink 
Panther’’) served as director of animation, 
overseeing the work of a huge staff of 
animators, who along with the special 
effects pros at Lucasfilm’s Industrial Light 
and Magic brought Toontown to life. 

The Toons themselves are incredible 
three-dimensional works of art who, like 
humans, make dents in real furniture or 
walls when they make contact. Their show 
biz sensibilities make for many deliriously 
funny moments. But while Roger.and the 
rest of the Toons aim solely to make people 
laugh, they face the constant fear of 
extinction at the hands of the ominous 
Judge Doom (Christopher Lloyd), a 
leering villain whose Final Solution 
threatens to dissolve Toontown forever. 

This aspect of the film may prove 
unsettling to very young children who may 
be upset by Doom’s chilling threats to 
eradicate Roger and his pals, including 
such starsas Mickey Mouse, Dumbo, Betty 
Boop, Donald and Daffy Duck among 
numerous others loaned out for this film 
from Disney and Warner Brothers. Some 
humorous sexual references may also be 
confusing to young children.

‘Bull Durham’ more than baseball film 


The winning side of Bull Durham, a 
romantic comedy set within baseball’s 
minor leagues, is that it focuses asmuch on 
the people behind the plate as it does on 
those in front of it. 

Written and directed by Ron Shelton, a 
former farm team infielder and 
screenwriter of the thriller ‘‘Under Fire,”’ 
“Bull Durham’ tracks the rise of talented 
but dumb rookie pitcher Ebby Calvin 
““Nuke’’ LaLoosh (Tim Robbins) from the 
minor league North Carolina Bull 
Durhams to the majors. His rise, however, 
is under the strict but loose hand of Annie 
Savoy (Susan Sarandon), who chooses 
Nuke as her protege for the season. 

Annie literally worships the game of 
baseball. With an eye on the ball and her 
heart in her pocket, she teaches Nuke how 
to polish his winning form on the playing 
field and in her bed. Also on hand to coach 
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the greenhorn is former rising star Crash 
Davis (Kevin Costner), who knows that the 
sun has set on his own hopes of becoming a 
major leaguer. 

Director-writer Shelton fills his scenario 
with a quirky bunch of characters, some 
hilarious repartee on the pitcher’s mound 
and some explicit sexual hijinks in Annie’s 
bedroom. But this is basically a love story 
that fatefully and finally unites two misfits 
before middle-age renders his vocation and 
her avocation out of bounds. 

Sarandon shines here as the central 
figure in this baseball fable. An erstwhile 
English teacher who reads poetry to her 
man of the season before bedding him, her 
Annie Savoy manages to be sexy and 
brainy at the same time. Her knowledge 
and love of baseball is her first concern, 


channelled through her annual sexual and © 
philosophic conquest of a promising young | 


rookie. But her vulnerability to the passage 
of time and her serious attraction to Crash 
lead her ultimately to rechannel her 
inhibitions into adult commitment to one 
man. 


Although Costner seems a tad too 
fashionable and savvy to be believable as a 
man about to phased out of the minor 
leagues, his character is the most 
sympathetic in the film. 

However, the film glorifies sexual 
promiscuity as entertainment, and 
contains rough locker room language that is 
often sexually tinged, and several sexually 
explicit encountersinvolving partial nudity 
and kinky practices.

Conversion is troubling 


Dear Bob, i 

I’ve been seeing the same guy for the 
past two years, and we love each other 
very much. The problem is that up until 
recently. he was a Catholic as I am; 
however, last week he was_ baptized 
Mormon. I’ve been, (I feel) very 
supportive of his decision, but now it’s 
beginning to affect our relationship. He’s 
now saying that being Catholic is wrong 
and that being Mormon is right! 

He’s putting a lot of pressure on me to 
convert to Mormonism. I’m very happy 
being Catholic and I don’t ‘want to 
convert. I’ve told him this and he said 
that he didn’t know if we could continue 
seeing each other because Mormons 
believe they should only become involved 
(seriously) with other Mormons! 


I’ve tried to avoid the subject, but I 


know that’s not right either! I don’t want 
to lose someone so special to me because 
of a difference of opinion over religion! 

This is something he is very serious 
about (his religion) and I don’t know 
what to do! I do know for a fact he loves 
me, but his feelings about my having to 
be Mormon don’t seem to support it. 
HELP! 

Confused 
Dear Confused, 

I am not about to question your love 
for your boyfriend or his love for you. I 
accept as fact that you are both struggling 
to reconcile the beliefs of your faiths with 
your relationship. While I wish I could 
give you a way to make it work, I cannot. 

Your relationship is suffering from far 
more than a disagreement about 
religions. The two of you no longer agree 
on fundamental issues of faith. While I 
am not an expert in the Mormon religion, 
I am aware of several of the major 
differences. 

Mormons regard Jesus to be the Son of 
God and Savior of our world. The Bible is 
regarded as sacred text. Up to this point 
there appears to be a lot of similarity, but 
this is not where it ends. Mormons 
believe that their Book of Mormon is also 
an inspired and sacred text, that it is a 
further revelation of God’s plan for us. 
And, while Jesus is Lord and Savior of 
our world, a day will come in the next life 
when each of us will serve as Lord and 
Savior of another world. 

In the simplest terms, Jesus and the 
Father are one. In seeing and knowing 
Jesus, we see and know the fullness of 
God. Therefore, everything we could ever 


want to know about God is present in 


Jesus and the Bible. No further 
Revelation is possible. (This is a trifle 
overstated, but space limits a fuller 
discussion.) The Book of Mormon is an 
attempt at further revelation. It cannot be 
true Revelation because Jesus is all that 
there is! 

This is a real problem for us in terms of 
theology. It redefines fundamental 
concepts concerning the nature of God, 
the role and nature of Jesus, salvation, 
and so on. We hold almost nothing in 
common. For that reason, most Christian 
faiths do not count Mormons as 
Christians. As Catholics, we do not 
condemn them, nor do we believe that 
they are doomed to hell. 

As a matter of fact, there are many 
things about Mormons which we admire. 
Their sense of family and community, 
their commitment to their beliefs and 
their willingness to share their faith with 
others is worthy of admiration. 

With basic religious beliefs as dissimilar 
as our two Faiths are, I cannot see two 
people continuing together for long. 
When you love someone, you want to 
share everything that you are with them. 
Faith is (or should be) a huge part of who 
we are because it is our relationship with 
God. 

This relationship encompasses every 
part of our existence. If it cannot be 
shared with the people you love, it will 
hurt the relationship. This is already 
evidenced by the fact that your boyfriend 
is now trying to manipulate you. While he 
may have strong feelings for you, as long 
as this continues he is not loving you. 

You need to let him know that his 
attempts to change you show little respect 
for your beliefs. While you have made no 
attempt to change or judge him, he has 
not given you the same courtesy. 

Be strong in your faith. Get active in 
your youth group and learn more about 
our faith. As I said earlier, this is more 
than a difference of opinion. If he is 
willing to force you to choose between 
your faith and him, do you really have a 
choice? There will be other loves, but 
there is only one Love.

obispos de México dieron amonestaron 
contra una protesta violenta o ilegal si se 
descubre fraude en las elecciones 
nacionales del 6 de julio. 

También dijeron que los votantes 
tienen el derecho de manifestar 
pacificamente contra el fraude al contar 
las balotas. 

En unas entrevistas por teléfono desde 
sus oficinas diocesanas, los Obispos 
Emilio Berlie de Tijuana, Luis Canton de 
Tapachula y Arturo Lona de 
Tehuantepec estuvieron de acuerdo en 
que todos se estén preguntando si el 
gobierno va respetar el resultado de la 
eleccién. 

Segtin el Obispo Berlie, muchas 
personas en la Didcesis de Tijuana 
participaron en la eleccidén. En toda la 
nacién, 74 por ciento de los votantes 
tomaron parte. El obispo dijo que la 
participaci6n tan alta refleja ‘‘un proceso 
de madurez en todo México, el 
crecimiento de conciencia entre el pueblo 
que vemos como propicio.”’

Local priest uses TV 
to address key issues

ALCALA PARK — Father Ron 
Pachence, a University of San Diego 
religious studies instructor, has put away 
the chalk and schoolbooks for cameras 
and scripts. 

As part of a sabbatical project, Father 
Pachence is the writer, host and program 
director of an eight-part videodocument- 
ary entitled, ‘‘The Church in 
Transition.”’ 

Produced by the Catholic Television 
Network (CTN) in Menlo Park, Calif., 
the series will explore different ways in 
which the church has grown and 
developed over the past quarter century. 

‘*The church has always been growing. 
‘The Church in Transition’ seeks to help 
Catholics better understand the church,”’ 
explained Father Pachence. 

The series will address eight issues of 
concern through historical background, 
questions, interviews and _ theological 
reflection, he said. 

The eight topics are the concept of 
change in the church; trends in biblical 
studies; developments in thinking about 
the local church; the -sacraments 
presented as living signs of God’s real 
presence in the world; sin; the obligation 
of ministry incumbent on everyone; the 
role of women in the church; and peace 

~and justice. P 

Each program runs~28 minutes and 
consists of a statement of the issue at 
hand, field interviews, studio interviews 
and historical reflections. Each show will 
offer suggestions and solutions, he said. 

For each segment, people from the San 
Diego and San Jose dioceses were 
interviewed. Father Pachence has 
interviewed professors, youth ministers, 
secretaries, teen-agers and journalists. 

By the time the production is 
completed sometime in December, Father 
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Pachence will have spoken with over 50 
people, obtaining the widest possible cross 
section. 

In the studio interviews, Deacon 
Marvin Threatt from Christ the King 
parish in San Diego, and Father Douglas 
Regin, pastor of St. Francis Church in 
Vista, will comment on peace and justice. 

The targeted audience is ‘‘high school 
level to people in the pews,’’ said Father 
Pachence. 

Although ‘‘The Church in Transition’”’ 
will only be seen in the Bay area, Father 
Pachence is exploring the possibility of 


marketing the series for distribution to | 


individuals, parishes and media centers. 

The program would be useful to youth 
groups, the Rite of Christian Initiation 
for Adults, or any type of discussion 
group because it poses questions about 
important and timely issues, said Father 
Pachence. 

The priest said that any capital he 
receives from marketing the video will be 
returned to CTN to cover production 
costs and help similar programs. 

Although his duties in this project are 
quite extensive, Father Pachence said he 
is not hesitant about undertaking the task. 
Previous involvement with broadcast 
television has given him the capabilities to 
produce the show. 

His credits include writing and on- 
camera experience with ‘‘Sunday 
Focus,’’ a local ecumenical religious news 
program and an audio series published by 
WinterSun. Father Pachence was also 
Channel 10’s commentator for Pope John 
Paul II’s ten-day visit in September 1987. 

Despite the current problems tele- 
evangelization has experienced, Father 
Pachence believes it is a much needed 
ministry in the church. 

‘‘The Catholic Church has a golden 
opportunity to get into telecom- 
munication, particularly for religious 
education. If we don’t, we’re missing the 
boat,’’ he said.

church leaders. 

During a dream sequence, the script, 
based on a 1955 novel by Niko Kazant- 
zakis, has Jesus making love to Mary 
Magdalene and having children by Mary 
and Martha, the sisters of Lazarus. 

At the Last Supper scene, ‘‘the bread 
and wine transubstantiate into flesh and 
blood in (the apostles’) mouths,’’ and 
they ‘‘cough up the bloody flesh,’’ accor- 
ding to the script Rev. Wildom obtained. 

Father Dennis Mikulanis, chairman of 
the San Diego diocesan ecumenical and 
inter-religious affairs office, said July 12 
that this depiction of the Eucharist would 
be scandalous, as would be the reported 
scene of the apostle John describing kiss- 
ing Jesus on the mouth, saying, ‘‘His 
tongue felt like a burning coal in my 
mouth.’’ 

If the publicized accounts of the film 
are accurate, ‘‘I can’t imagine a 
legitimate film studio presenting 
something like this and attempting to get 
away with it under the guise of freedom of 
expression,’’ Father Mikulanis said. 

“If itis an accurate depiction, I pity the 
poor fool who goes to see it (if it is re- 
leased),’’ he said. 

Christian, not just Catholic, doctrine 
based on Scripture says Jesus ‘“was a man 
like us in all things but sin,’’ Father 
Mikulanis said. 

‘It’s an attack on the fundamentals of 
Christianity. Of course, we feel like we 
can do that in this country, like we can at- 
tack anything. 

‘*You can attack Christians, and you 
can especially attack Catholics ... that’s 
the nice, soft underbelly of civil rights, 
because we won’t say anything or we’re 
not use to saying anything. I think that 
time should come to an end,’’ Father 
Mikulanis said. ; 

However, he doubts the effectiveness of 
petitions and does not encourage protests 
at theaters because such demonstrations 
could become confrontational, garnering 
more interest in the film. 

“If (the film) is very scandalous, 
disgusting and promoted to mock Christ 
or Christianity there are things that can 
be done to address the situation,’’ Father 
Mikulanis said. 

If the accounts of the film are accurate, 
it mocks not only Christianity but 
Judaism and anything that is decent and 
good, he said. 

Morris Casuto, regional director of the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, 
told Southern Cross July 12, that the league

“views with anguish and pain any such 
depiction of religious figures.”’ 

‘‘While those who made this film have 
every right to do so, one must question 
their sensitivity and judgment since the 
(reported content of this) film is so in- 
sulting to the Christian faith,’’ Casuto 
said. 

At a press conference July 12 at a 
Universal City hotel, a coalition of 
Southern California religious leaders call- 
ed for Universal Pictures not only to 
cancel the release of the film but also to 
destroy it to prevent its release at a later 
date. 

After reviewing two versions of scripts 
used by director Scorsese in the produc- 
tion of the film and the reports of one un- 
named source inside Universal Pictures 
who has seen the film, the religious 
leaders denounced Universal’s decision to 
release the film over the protest of Chris- 
tians across America. 

In their statement, Universal Pictures 
and Cineplex Odeon Films called the ef- 
fort by “‘some fundamentalists leaders’’ 
to prevent the film’s release 
“‘censorship.”’ 

‘People have a right to choose for 
themselves whether or not to see this 
movie and to form their own opinions 
about it,’’ the statement said. 

Allen Wildmon, public relations direc- 
tor of the American Family Association, 
retorted that people have the freedom of 
choice to petition theaters all over the 
country not to show the film and to choose 
what companies they spend their dollars 
with. 

AFA and the Southern California 
religious coalition is urging people to 
write to officials of MCA, Inc., which 
owns Universal Pictures.
